A Speech was made to 
this purpoſe, "It is requiſit now, that thoſe of Sir Fames Standsfeld's Rela- 
tions, and neareſt Friends ſhould take him off from the place where now he 
lyes, and lift him into his Coffin. So I faw Mr. Fames Row at the left-fide 
of Sir James's Head and Shoulder, and Mr. Philip Standsfield at the right- 
ſide of his Head and Shoulder, and going to litt off the Body, I faw Mr.

After this we went for Morumn 
Caſtle, where Mr. Philip Standsfield, my ſelf, and ſeveral others ſtayed un- 
til it was day: In which time I challenged Mr. Philip for his unkindneſs to 
me, by his not"inviting me to accompany the Corps of his Father, when 
firſt buried, knowing the Intimacy that there was betwixt his Father and 
my ſelf; and that of all the People in or about the Town, his Father -de- 
lighted in no ones Company, as in mine; and.that he did not give meno- 
tice of his Burial, that I might do my laſt Office of Love and Service-to 
him, by accompanying his Body to his Burial-place; I took it very ill from 
him : &% then Mr. Philip {wore that he had ſent two of his Servants to in- 
vite me, but if thoſe damn'd Rogues would not do it, what could he help 
it; and yet did declare, as is proved, and as himſelf ſince confeſt before m 
Lord Advocat, that he would not invite me, aſſigning this as his Reaſon, 
ſuppoſing that my ſelf, and Fames Marr had been, Inſtruments of ſetting his 
Father agginſt him, which was a falſe ſuggeſtion : All which particulars 1 
have before the Lords of His Majeſties Honourable Privy Council declared:

ſhould not have been diſcovered; every man be- 
came Sollicitor in it,wilhed to be of the Inquelt ; 
and ardent Prayers were getierally put up ic Al- 
mighry God for this end, with as much earneſt- 
nels as uſes tobe for removing general Plagues : 
And the Almighty in return of thoſe, did firſt 
make ſo clear Impreſſions on all mens Spirits, 
of Philip's beirig the Murderer, that he had 
fall'n by theſe ; bur his Divine Majeſty, who 
loves to {ce juſt things done ina legal way, fur- 
niſhed thereafter a full probation in an extraor- 
dinary manner, whereby we might not only 
convince our ſelves, bur all fuch as are not 
wicked enough to have beenrhe Authors. You 
will diſcern the Finger of God in all the ſteps 
of this Probation, as evidently as Phi 4 ih we ;

-ons are various and execrable, ſuch as, Devil 


take him, drown him, rive him, let, him ne- 
ver come back; ler him -never, eat more, &c. 
and theſe Expreflions, which ſhould never have 
been once ſpoke, were frequently repeited, and 
are prov'd, nor by ſuſpect Perſons, or Stran- 
gcrs, bur by his Father's, and his own Seryants, 
and ſuch of them roo as were Phi/ip's own, Fa- 
vourits, and who think themſelves very unhap- * 
py in being obliged ro Depone againſt him. 
You are then, Gent/emzn, in the third place 
ro judge, how far this Murder: and Paricide 
are prov'd, in which you need to be the kels 
{crupulous, that the Son, who is accuſed of ir, 
15 todie however ; for either of the two former 
Crimes are fo far prov'd beyond all doubr, rhax 
though he ſhould eſcape this, he cannot theſe. 
And as to the Probation of this Crime, I niuſt 
firſt repreſent ro you, that in-occult or arroci- 
ous Crimes, the Law has relaxed, and remit- 
red much of its ſcrupulouſneſs in Probation;

for diſcovering ; you muſt nor expect rwo Wit- 
neſfſes who ſaw the Murder commirred, but on-. 
ly ſuch Probation as can before God convince 
you, that this Murder was commirted by thar 
man ; no,Inquelt ever failed ro find the Mur- 
der of Children to be clearly prov'd, though 
there were no Witneſſes that ſaw it commirred, 
and the Murdering Parents is a more atrocious 
Crime, becauſe we owe more Dury to our Pa- 
rents, than any Parent does -ta 'a Child, and 
never Son ow'd more than this did, nor can be 
more believ'd. ro have killed a Parent. For 
clearing whereof you are ro conſider firſt, that 
he did not. Drown himſelf, as was pretended, 
but was Murdered by fome Perſons ; and as 
the Law violently i thar no man would 
Murder himſelf, ſo withour the help of this pre- 
ſumprion, it is_ prov'd moſt convincingly by

And rhefe rwo can theer in no 
rſ6n, bur this unharural batbarous Son ; for 
one of the things that hightens his Guilt is, chat

How then ſhould the leaft ſcruple remain with 
you, before whom {o full, fo clear, and fo k- 
gal a Probation has been led, rhar like a Pend, 
every part of it ſupports another, and like a 
Chain, every Link draws on another. 

I need not fortifie ſo pregnant a Probation, 
by laying out before you, how often he and his

Bur I cannot, omit, how that fince he came iry- 
to Priſon, he has. lived fo Impioyuſlie, and A- 
theilticallie, as ſhewes, thar he had no awe 9 
on his Spirit, 'ro reſtrain him froni' commiring 
any Crime from a love to (God, or @ fear ww 
Hell, and that he cqnſtantly filled and kept 
himielf drunk from morning till nighr, rhere= 
by'to drown the voice of his Conſfience, and 
ro make himſelf infenſible of the Tervors of the
